MAKE A NOTE TO VOTE NOVEMBER 4TH! 


Know Your Candidates and Serve Dentistry 


November 4th is Election day in Illinois and most of the U.S.A. and it may 
be one of the most important in our lives for our profession as we know it. On 
November 4th we will choose the candidates to represent us in the national 
Congress, the State Legislature and in the County. As was expressed most re- 
cently by Dr. Claude Earnest, Chairman of the Council on Legislation of the 
American Dental Association, and by Mr. Walter Oblinger of the Illinois 
Medical Society, more legislation affecting the health professions was intro- 
duced in the national and state legislative bodies in the last year than any time 
in history. What does this mean to you, the practicing dentist? It means just 
this: unless you and I and the rest of the members of the health professions 
take a more active interest in legislative matters and the men who represent us 
and see to it that they are properly informed on health matters we may be in 
for a rude awakening. It is highly possible that the practice of medicine and 
dentistry and other health professions as we know them may undergo marked 
changes. Instead of being one of the last bulwarks of the free enterprise system 
we may be swallowed up by socialistic planning. With creeping socialism goes 
one freedom after another until the divine rights and dignity of each human 
individual will be lost in the welfare state. 

To be specific in our own state: At the last two sessions of the state legislature 
there was introduced a Bill known as the “Denturist Bill,” a bill which would 
have licensed laboratory technicians to construct full and partial dentures 
directly for the public although they are untrained and unqualified by law. Just 
think what this would mean in the way of danger to the health and welfare of 
the public to have this phase of dental practice which requires the highest pro- 
fessional skill and knowledge turned over to untrained hands. Do you want 
second-class dentistry to be a part of the finest dental health service in the world? 
If you do not, then get busy and acquaint yourself with the men who are candi- 
dates for the Illinois Legislature and make known to them the dangers inherent 
in such delegation to improperly trained and unqualified hands. If you know 
the men personally tell them the story and then agree to accept the responsibility 
of being the contact man to that Representative or Senator so that you will be 
able to keep him informed as things develop. Please do not feel that you cannot 
help. Quite the opposite is true, for knowing the individual is, in itself, half 
the battle. Get on a team of dedicated persons willing to work and to keep this 
state and country of ours the one our forefathers passed on to us. If you do not 
know them personally make a real effort to meet them.
